CA Edwards forwarded me your questions/concerns regarding bond hearings in Charlotte post¬ 
decision in the Palacios case. I have discussed the matter with OCIJ and, for now, we will continue to 
schedule bond hearings in the Charlotte Immigration Court. Based on the Palacios decision, you 
have the discretion on a case-by-case to adjudicate the bond requests as you deem appropriate. 

I have also been made aware of some of the issues in the court regarding bonds (judge shopping by 
filing bond motions with late withdrawals), so I understand your frustrations. However, it is my 
understanding that as long as DHS chooses to detain respondents in our jurisdiction, the 
respondents are entitled to file bond motions with the Charlotte Immigration Court. 

I will continue to work on solutions regarding bonds, and will hopefully have an update when I visit 
on Nov. 1-2. In the meantime, please reach out to me if any additional issues arise.
